REMARKS. 


Shall not trouble my Reader concerning minute 
Queſtions, in theſe Remarks, but ſhall ſketch 
out to him, in as eaſie a Manner as poſſible, what 
peculiar Diſeaſes all Med'cines are proper in, and 
give a rational Account of em, that a Practitioner 
may know how, and when to act. | 
All Vomits, by the Shock given to the Muſcles of 
the Abdomen, and the Contraction made on the 
Stomach, do ſqueeze the Veſſels, and conſequently 
refs their Contents forward into other ſucceeding 
eſſels, and thus do they promote the Circulation; 
hence, in a languid Motion, they are convenient to 
give new Action, and Lite, and to remove Stagna- 
tions, l

In Caſe of a Pleuriſy, it oſten happens that the 
inflamd Part has turn'd to an Impoſtume, and 
ſnou d it break and choak up the Bronchiæ, the Pa- 
tient wou'd be ſuffocated in an Inſtant; to prevent 
this, the Phyſician is oblig'd to have ſome gentle 
Emetick Mixture in Readineſs, that by being given 
immediately, forces the Matter haſtily off, and 
then the Remainder may be carry d off by Expecto- 
rants, and the Part heal'd, as other Impoſthumations 
are, by Balſamicks. But I ſhall take an other Opportu- 
nity to demonſtrate to you why Ulcers in the unf 
are in curable, and yet why we have frequently 
ſeen Impoſthumations, and even YVomica's perfectl 
cur'd in a ſhort Time. 

We find it a ſtanding Maxim, that Ac vg are 
to becarry'd off by the Place they entered at, and 
therefore if any one has ſwallow'd down any poi- 
ſonous Drug, you are oblig'd to give em ſome 
Emetick in ſuch a Quantity as will carry the Par- 
ticles entirely off from the Stomach ; and therefore 
— muſt continue to make em peuke, till all the 

ain and Diſorder, all Taſte, Nauſea and Smell of 
the Drug is quite vaniſh'd, according to Sennertus, 
Aercurialis and Sylvius; after which you muſt admi- 
niſter ſuch Antidotes as we ſhall have Leiſure to 
mention hereafter. 

In Chronical Caſes, where the Stomach is loaden 
with a Saburra of Phlegm or other Juices, the Veſ- 
ſels are lax, the Motion of the Blood is ſlow, if not 
interrupted, and the Viſcera are obſtructed in their 
minute Canals: In this Suppoſition a Vomit given, 
moves the Stomach and Inteſtines, the Viſcera and 
whole Abdomen, and toſſes em into their due Secre- 
tions, opens the Blood-Veſſels, and gives a briſk 
Motion to the reſting Fluids, from whence are they 
attenuated, and then gentle Deobſtruents and Vola- 
tiles will complete the Work,

1 have ſeen a Lientery much amended by a Vomit; 
for as it evacuates ſome of the mucous Matter that 
lines the Canal of the Inteſtines, and ſhakes off 
ſome of it that covers the Orifices of the Laeals, for 
I muſt be underſtood to ſpeak of the faulty Fluids 
only, and, to abſtract from ſuch an Obſtruction as 
proceeds from the Solids, then the common Ape- 
rients will diſſolve the remaining Coagulum, the 
Chyle will be found to paſs in its ordinary Channels, 
and the Party will recover his priſtine State; ſuch 
Obſtructions ought to be remedy*d very early, becauſe 
they Paſs into Atrophy's and Dropſies, and, as I have 
experienc'd, often prove fatal. | * 
The Stomach may be laden with too much Water, 
as it happens in Perſons who ha ve been in Danger of 
Drowning ; the moſt immediate Method to get rid of 
this Quantity, is to throw in ſome gentle Emetick, 
and hang 'em with their Heels upwards, and this 
Contrivance will not only rid the Stomach but alſo 
the Bronchiæ of their Contents, after which you may 
give all the Cordial and reviving Draughts to invi- 
gorate the Spirits, and give new Life to the droop- 
ing Circle, and at the ſame time Frictions with ſpi- 
rituous Liquors externally contribute extremely to 
this End. | 
When the Brain is oppreſs'd with any Quantit 
of a ſtagnating Maſs, as it is ſuppoſs'd to do in all 
ſleepy Diſorders, ſuch are Lethargies, Coma's, Apo- 
plexies, Palſies, and ſich like, Vomits give a Shock 
to the Veſſels, and protrude the Blood with ſome 
Force, and contribute ro remove the ObſtruQion, and 
pave the Road for other enlivening Drugs; ſuch are 
all the volatile Salts, ſuch are a the Stimuli, as 
Bliſters, Ac. But Care muſt. be taken that the Per- 
ſon, to whom they are given, be not too Plethorick, 
for in ſach a ſuppoſal, the Force wherewith they. 
drive forward the Blood, would rupture the Veſſels, 
and would deſtroy your Patient. | 
The ſame Shock they give to the Viſcera, they 
communicate to the Lungs, and therefore where a

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Load of Phlegm ſticks to the Broncbiæ, and cannot be 
eaſily ſhook off by common Expectorants, a Vomit 


given performs the Work; it gives the Veſſels, Ji, 


cera, and Lungs, a Jog, and ſhakes off the Phlegm; 
and what Dr. $ enbam recommends in Conſumptive 


-(Aſtkmatick) Coughs, is perform'd by em, for Ri- 


ding conduces only by the Shock, as theſe do. | 
In Agnes or intermitting Fevers, not only the Sabur- 
ra is evacuated from the Stomach, but even the vi 


* £id Particles in the Blood are comminuted, at- 


tenuated, and driven forward through the Capilla- 
ries z and thus is the Blood fitted for the giving the 
Bark : The Time of giving it is generally an Hour 
before the Fit, for the Shock it gives and Commo- 
tion it raiſes, prevent the Fit, or make it terminate 
ſoon, and have often been found to eradicate an Ague 
without the Aſſiſtance of the Bark, particularly 
where the Matter is not plentiful, or in ſuch as 
wou'd ſcarce exceed feven or eight Fits, which hows 
ever it wou'd not do in one more rooted. 

In either Scurvy or Hypochondriaciſm, where the 
Blood and the Canal of the Stomach and Inteſtines 
are crouded with a Bilious or an Acid Saburra, 2 
Vomit given exhauſts either Store; only whereas 
an Emetick is uſeful in the Acid State to promote 
the Circulation, ſo in the Bilious one it comminutes 
the Globules too much, and adds Spurs to one al- 
ready too much accelerated; and therefore Acid 
Conſtitutions bear ſtrong ones well, but Bilious ones 
only require ſuch as will unload the Stomach. 

I have ſomewhere taken Notice, that Emeticks 
compreſs, in Au vomitorio, the Abdomen; and con- 
ſequently whatever is contain'd within the Uterns is 
ſqueez'd as effectually almoſt as if done by manual 
Operation; hence if it happen that theSecundine ſhou'd 
be retain'd longer than uſual, they may be given 
to expel it; the ſame may be ſaid in a dead Fætus, 
the Retention of which may produce Prerperal Fevers, 
and other dangerous Accidents ; for, the Nr 

mM 
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made by the Muſcles, and the Load of the Infant 
preſſing alſo upon the Os Internum, it will give way 
to this double s, and be expell d. 

It often happens that the acrimonious Humours 


which lodge ſomewhere about the Stomach and Inte- 


ſtines, produce troubleſome Senſations z which be- 
ing made in Bodies that have ſo very ſenſible 
Nerves, that the Touch throws em into Spaſms, 
they are brought thereby into univerſal Convulſions 
or Epilepſies; in ſuch a Caſe premiſing a Vomit 
takes off one Continent or immediate Cauſe, as 
Opiates will do the Commotion of the Spirits; and 
if they are not rooted, Med'cines adapted to the 
iar Acrimony then reigning, along with Quie- 
ters, — for a long time, will probably take 
em off. n 
As I have hinted above, that any Saburra may be 
evacuated from the Stomach and Inteſtines, ſo what- 
ever Species of it, producing Ructus, Nauſeouſneſs, 
and Inflations, — yy in the Stomach, is con- 
veniently pump'd up by Vomits, given and re- 
peated as Occaſion requires; hence inveterate Cholicks, 
after Med'cines given ineffectually, give way to 
ſuch Evacuations, for by em the Glands are ſqueez d, 
and the Mucus, which — gave no way to com- 
8 


mon Catharticks, ou to this Shock, and is ſhov'd 
off and prepar'd for gentle Catharticks and Carmi- 


natives; and ſuch we often meet with in obſtructed 
Women and Hypochondriack Perſons. 

In Dropſical Cafes, the Lymphaticks, or Veins, 
don't return their Juices into the Circle as uſual ; 
and this Obſtruction procuces a Tumour in theſe 
Veſſels to a prodigious Height; and even often, nay 
always, when it is confirm'd, a Rupture ſomewhere, 
and an Efuſion into ſome Cavity; and as this Breach 
is not eaſily remedy d, ſo a confirm'd Aſcites receives 
no Advantage from any Sort of evacuating Drugs; 
becanſe, whatever Evacuation made, from the 
Glands of the A ouzes thither _

the Arteries, or from the Coats of the Inteſtines 
themſelves 3; and therefore, nothing is drawn by 


Force of the Med'cine from the Cavity. It often, 
indeed, happens, that dropſical Perſons receive Ad- 


vantage from Diureticks, Catharticks, or Vomits, 
in as much as the compreiſive Motion puts ſome con- 


taining Part into a violent Oſcillation, and by this 
Contraction, what is contain'd, is hurry'd forward 
into the Maſs of the Blood, and runs forth by Vo- 
miting, Stool, Sweat, or Urine; nay, I knew a 
dropſical Perſon, who, by a Fall, made ſeven Gal- 
lons of\ Water in twenty four Hours, from whence 
ſhe was oblig'd to change her Cloaths; ſhe was very 
Fainty in all that Space, and was oblig'd to drink 
Sack with Gelly and Alchermes very often; however, 
it grew to the ſame Size in a very ſhort Space of 
Time, and ſhe died of it. - But, I muſt remark that 
ſuch never were truly Aſcetical, but the Matter has 
been contain'd in ſome Cy/tis, and the Compreſſion 
has ated here, as Percuſſion acts on a 'Ganglion, 
where the Humour is ſqueez'd into the Tendon out of 
the (is, and the Perſon is often thus cur'd. I 
mult alſo remark, that I know an Aſcitical Lady, 
who, upon her Labour usd, after the Birth, to 
evacuate large Quantities of Water from the Uterus, 
which leſſen d her Swelling conſiderably, and which 
has, ſince her Adyancement in Years, grown to a 
eat Size, nor can ſhe now receive that Benefit; if 
may conjecture at the Reaſon of this, I am apt to 
believe, that the Tube Fallopianæ were open'd by the 
Force. of the Labour, and the Water contain'd in 
the Cavity of the Abdomen run thro' them. Hence, 
when Droplies are beginning, or upon the augment, 
Vomits may be of Advantage to give a Shock; and 
ſerve to open theſe growing Obſtructions; but when 
they are confirm d, nothing can be expected from

When an Aſcites is advanc'd, neither Catharticks 
nor Emeticks-can evacuate the ſtaguating . 5

bat. when it is beginning, the ObſtruQions rais d in 
the Capillaries may be put in Motion afreſh by an 
Emetick, and their Rupture be prevented by their 
too great Tenſion; and thus, the Humours re- 
circulating, all Danger is warded; but when it is 
confirm d, that is, when the Veſſels are broke, and 
Water is ſpilt into the Cavity of the Abdomen, Eme- 
ticks cannot recall it fromthence, becauſe makewhat 
Compreſſion you pleaſe, the Veſſels don't readmit it. 

When Perſons are inclinable to a Vomiting, Pro- 
motion is often neceſlary ; and therefore in a Cho- 
lera morbus, where there is an abundance of bilious 
and ſharp Humours, there you may gently pro- 
mote it by giving Chicken-Broath, or Whey, or 
Barley-Water; after you bave diluted and waſh'd 
well, give em Deco#, alb. and attemperating 
Draughts with Laudanum in em, till the Vomiting 
ceaſes ; I ſpeak upon a Suppoſal that you are call'd 
early in; becauſe if the Vomiting has continu'd fo 


long as to have exhauſted the Spirits, nothing re- 


mains to be done, ſave the giving of Opiates and 
Cordzals. 

In Deliria that are not attended by a Fever, ſuch 
are Melancholy, and ſome other Madneſles ; they, 
drawing off the Fomes in the Stomach, and pro- 
moting the Circulation, gain two great Advantages 
ſuddenly, obtainable by an Emetick; for in theſe 
melancholick Deliria, the acid Fomes is generally and 
originally lodg'd in the Stomach, and ſmaller Inte- 
ſtines, and by its Inſinuations into the Maſs, it 
coagulates the Juices, and makes em ſtagnate 
where they by their Sharpneſs gall, and irritate 
every Viſcus crouded with em, and produce Symptoms, 
ſuitable to the Function of that Organ; ſo in the Stomach 
they produce too haſty a Digeſtion, Diarrhæa s, Vomi- 
tings or Pains; in the Lungs they create Aſthma's of 
any Sort; inthe Heart, Stagnations; in the Spleen, 
Coagulations; in the Brain, Convulſions, Deliria, 
Palites, and many other Nerveus Diſorders. In

No Eruptions are produc'd any where without ſome 
Let in the Capillaries ; for if the Blood circulated 
freely on, each minute Veſſel wou'd. be alike full, 
and no Turbercles cou'd be created; but as ſoon 
as any evaneſcent Artery fails of its Duty in con- 
vey ing the Blood to the Parts, then the Blood & retro

promote the Circulation, and attenuate any Viſci- 
dities, they make the Blood paſs on calmly, and 
lay the Ground - work for curing theſe Diſorders; after 
which the 4g. Benedicta Compofit. of Bates long con- 
tinud (now and then interlacing a gentle Cathar- 
tick, and ſome Unguents of Mer. prac. alb. and Po- 
matum) Good may be expected; this Method is 
chiefly adapted to Eruptions in the Face, which are 
very ſtubborn. | | 
T believe it will be needleſs to inform my Reader, 
that Critical Vomitings ought to be —— ; be- 
cauſe calling it Critical, is ſuppoſing it an Evacua ; 
tion of uſeleſs and dangerous Matter, which it be- 
hoves us to rid the Patient of with as much Expedi- 
tion as poſſible, and it muſt be promoted fo long as

What have ſaid above, concerning the Expul- 
ſon of the Secundine, will hold good in a 3 
Irth;

They who are accuſtom'd to take Vomits, as alſo 
uch as are troubled with conſtant Vomitings, can 
bear Vomits beſt, and therefore when indicated, 
they may more ſafely be given to ſuch Patients. 

I have known Fluxes much help'd by an Emetick, 
and Riverius as well as Nic. Piſo adviſe an Emetick 
ina Dyſentery, if the Stomach abound in Humours ; 
and Helvetius has introduc'd the Uſe of the Hypora-

I have known Perfons, who have liv'd luxuriouſly, 
and who have thereby heap'd up 1n their St 3 
a large Quantity of a ſharp Mucus, fall into violent 
Coughs from catching Colds ; ſuch Coughs threaten 
acute Conſumptions, more eſpecially if they are 
young, and require Emeticks very early to eva- 
cuate this Fomes; and then Catharticks, and Opiates, 
with PeCtorals, are neceſſary to complete the Work 
Bleedings ought to be premisd to the Vomits in 
ſuch a Caſe. | 
Baglivi commends Emeticks in ſyncopal, hic- 
cuping, and vertiginous Fevers, where the Patients 
complain of Anxieties, Toflings, and reſtleſs Po- 
ſtures ; however, this Caution may be uſeleſs, unleſs 
we perceive that all theſe Symptoms proceed from 
Humours lodging in the Stomach, which we are not 
throughly aſcertain'd of by theſe my > 
there- 
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therefore I refer you to what I have to ſay be. 
low on this Diſcovery, | 

Tournefort commends their Uſe in fat People, and RP" 
ſuch as are of a moiſt Conſtitution, and the Reaſon 
is very evident, becauſe ſuch abound with a phleg : 
matick Saburra, and Vomits both evacuate the 
Quantity, and ſerve for Alteratives in promoting 
the Circulation, which in ſuch is too ſluggiſh. = 

Upon Suppoſal that the Pus in Phthifical Perſons 
fAluCtuates in the Lungs, and is not duly expectorated, 
but creates Difficulties of Breathing, ſome gentle 
Emetick is commended to promote the Expectora- 
tion, and to alleviate their Choakings; þut Care 
muſt be taken that you don't thereby produce an 
Haæmoptoc, and therefore Oxymel can only conduce 
in this Caſe ; the ſame Caution holds in pleuritical 
People under theſe Circumſtances, for otherwiſe 
they die ſuddenly, and are choak d. If you are en- 
clin'd to hinder Suppuration, give an Emetick; 
hence in Bubo's, or the Small-Pox, we are to avoid 
Emeticks, whilſt the Maturation is at hand. 

I am of Opinion that the Gout-Fits are rendred 
ſharper and more frequent from Irregularities in 
Diet, and therefore we ſee the Men of Figure more 
ſeverely handled by it, than Perſons whoſe Fortunes 
are ſo narrow, as to oblige em to make uſe of 
much Exerciſe ; ſo *tis become proverbial to term it. 
a Diſtemper of Eaſe , Waldſchmidt adviſes *em in gouty 
Perſons often, to evacuate the Plenitude ariſing 
from the Diet and Eaſe ; but I don't know that any 
Med'cine whatever, will truly prevent Fits; fince 
the Purgatives, the Vomits, the Bitters, and the 
reputed Specificks never yet, as far as I could find, 
freed any one of Fits; and to ſay the Truth, if we 
look apon Gout-Fits to bear the ſame Rank to chro- 
nical Diſtempers, as critical Sweats do to Fevers, 
we ſhall find that it —_— or cures moſt 
ſlow Diſtempers, and in Effect, conſult the _

0 to vomit upon Emeticks given, ought to take em 
a1 upon a full Meal, becauſe the Victuals drown Part 
f of the Acrimony, and they throw up the Contents 
t of the Stomach with Eaſe, 
Emeticks have alſo their Inconveniencies attend- 
4 ing them, for plethorick Perſons don't bear 'em 
> WW well, becauſe ſuch have their Veſſels fill'd with too 
4 much Blood, and the violent Shock the Emetick 
. gives the Veſlels, may hurry on dangerous Effu- 
ions of Blood, or may irrevocably impact Obſtru- 
ctions, and kill your Patient. 


Hence, in Hæmoptob t, they are never uſed, be- 

cauſe the open Veſlel wound be more evidently 
open d, and tore in Pieces, and wou d pour out its 
| Contents immediately; however, it is to be ac- 
knowledg'd that where the Patient is in 1 
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Hazard of Death, from the Oppletion of the Brox- 
chia, ſome gentle Emetick may relieve this Reple- 
tion, and yet not prejudice the Veſlel very much ; 
ſuch as is us'd in Empyema's that are juſt about to 
break, as Oxymel and Green Tea, but, it is no longer 
continu'd than you have reliev d the Symptom.

Vomits are rarely to be given to Children, or 
weak People ; becauſe ſuch having few Spirits, and 
tender Nerves, you wou'd exhauſt the former, and 
endanger tearing to Pieces the latter, 

In Caſes of Wounds, Vomits putting the Blood 


into an extraordinary Commotion, hinder Union, 


which cannot be perform'd without the Blood's 
moving calmly on, no more than they can external- 
ly, unleſs they be kept free from Motion. I ſpeak 
of great Wounds, becauſe tis not worth while to re- 
gard ſmall ones. 

Humours ſometimes lodge in the Stomach, and 
gall the Fibres of the Part to throw off its Con- 
tents, as alſo it often happens that the Nerves are 
contracted, and convulſe the Parts adjacent to pro- 
duce this Evacuation ; but, in either Caſe, little to 
the Advantage or Relief of the Patient, and ſuch 
a Vomiting is call'd Symptomatical; in ſuch a Caſe, 
the giving an Emetick may eject the — _

beates, if the Caſe be hypochondriacal, in order to 


correct the reigning Taint. 
Where — ſlips into the Scrotum, by Reaſon 


of ſome Relaxation of the Duplicature of the Peri- 
tonaum, and produces a Hernia Inteftmalis, all Mo- 
tion whatever, at this Seaſon, is dangerous; and 
therefore, that compreſſive Motion of the Abdomen, 
does but ſqueeze the Inteſtines more forcibly into 
the Inguen, and adds to the Diſorder; for, at laſt, 2 
fatal Inflammation ſucceeded by a Gangrene, takes 
off your Patient; hence Vomiting in Hernias is 
not allowable ; however, where the Gut is not 
much engag'd, a gentle Emetick ſometimes replaces 
it, but I ſhall not adviſe it; for a ſupine Poſture, 
with advanc'd Heels and Buttocks, are the moſt 
likely to recall it into its Place; for thus the whole 
Weight of the Inteſtines inclines towards the Head, 
and haul's up this ſinall Parcel of it into the Body; 
however, I have known this Poſture alone, not ſuc- 
ceſsful without the warm Application of Iarn boil'd 
in Milk, and Diſcutients laid to the Part, by wa 
of Stuph's, and continu'd for ſome time ; as alſo 
warm Bricks, wrapt up in Flannel, _— to the 
Soles ; and by ſuffering em to lie in this Poſture all 
Night, the Vomitings and all Symptoms diſap- 
pear'd, when the Inteftine was thus reduc'd. | 
The Lungs are a tender Part, and don't bear 
ſtrong Med'cines, becauſe the Shock given to the 
Mem immediately by the Commotion the 
Blood is put into, tears em, and occaſions Hemop- 
tec and Ulcers, which, by Reaſon of the conſtant 
Motion they are under, . z nor do they 
agree 
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agree in inflammatory Diſorders of em, becauſz 
they diſturb that quiet neceſſary at ſuch a Seaſon; 
hence, in Pleuriſies, tis a dangerous Practice to ad- 
miniſter em, becauſe we have known the Pain become 
more Extenſive by em, and they fix the Diſeaſe by 
too ſtrongly impacting the viſcid Particles into the im- 

rmeable Tubes; hence Rulandus is à dangerous 

recedent for young Readers, and a trifling Pretence 
for old Offenders ; I here except what I have ad vanc d 
before about Pleuriſies, which are about to break, 
and turn Empyematous, for then gentle ones are con- 
ducive to further. the Expulſion of the noxious 
Matter. | 

Vomits may be indicated inWomen withChild,but 
a very cautious Perſon ought to adminiſter 'em, be- 
cauſe nothing endangers Miſcarriages ſooner than 
they do; hence ahundans cautela nom nocet. 

I believe it will be an uſeleſs Memento, to forbid 
their Uſe in ſach as vomit Blood, and therefore I ſhall 
only remark, that we muſt have Recourſe to Mix- 
tures of Bole, Terra Sigillata, Terra Lemnia, Sang. 
Draconis, Sacchar. Saturn. Spirit of Vinegar, Sp. Vi- 
triol. Conſerves of Roſes, of Hips, and ſuch like, made 
into Electuaries, Pills and ſuch Things to cloſe the 
Orifice, which, when it is done then we may gently 
carry off the Load from the Stomach downwards; 
and farther, if it depended on a State of Humours 
corroding the Veſſels, we muſt have a due Regard to 
it, by giving the proper Attemperants of Milk, Chaly- 
beate · Waters, and teſtaceous Med' cines to prevent any 
farther Miſchief from thence. 6 | 

The Stomachs of People falling into Fevers, are 
often crowded in the Summer Seaſon, with a crude 
Load of indigeſted Matter, from the too frequent 
and unſeaſonable Uſe of Fruits; and, in ſuch a Caſe, 
they find great Diſorders at Stomach, ſuch as Vomit- 
ings, Loathings, Diſtenſions with Rufus and Sickneſs; 
ſuch bear and require gentle Emeticks' to Pump this 
Matter from off their Stomachs; which being thus 

; eva- 
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: W#acuated, Diarrbœa' s, Vomitings, and other Signs 
che Corruption or Exal tation of it, are prevented, 
„nd the Blood and Spirits are not in Danger to be 
e Noppreſs d by it; for in ſuch a Suppoſal, this Chyle 


enters the Blood, and either contributes to raiſe the 
Fever to a violent Degree of over-Rarefaction or de- 
preſſes the Fermentation ſo much, that either Fren- 
zies, Hemorrbages, or Convulſions, or ſimple and 
bectical Deliria, as Salius terms em, ſupervene ; and 
thus your Patient is deſtroy'd by over doing, becauſe 
Febricitants die of a Fever too much exalted, or too 
inuch depreſs'd. £ | 

'Tis dangerous to move the Stomach ſo much, as 
to endanger tearing it, and by a Parity of Reaſon, 
it muſt be the Undoing of a Patient to adminiſter a 
Vomit, where a Scirrbus, or. Polypus bung up the Hy- 
lorus; becauſe, ſhou'd you force em off, the Stomach 
cou'd never be healed, as ſome Examples have in- 
form'd me; tis better to live uncomfortably than to 
die miſerably under ſuch dangerous Attempts. 

Experience only can inform us, when Perſons are 

not eaſily to be mov'd by Vomits; but once we 
are aſſur d of this, it wou'd be trifling to order gentle 
Vomits to ſuch Patients, nor won'd it be convenient 
to give any at all to ſuch who are thus hardly mov'd ; 
becauſe, neither the Patient, nor Diſtemper may bear 
dem; or, at leaft, if the Diſtemper did require em, 
cou'd the Patient bear them. 
As I have hinted above, that weak Perſons can't 
beat Emeticks, ſo Hyſterical Perſons juſtly meriring 
the Appellation of weak Women cannot bear em; 
however, if they are indicated, gentle ones may be 
given, as Experience has convinc'd me, when the 
Diſeaſe is not much riveted. 

The Adus Vomitorius inverts the Periſtaltick Mo- 
tion of the Inteſtines, and therefore obliges what is 
containd in em to mount higher; hence may the 
Danger be concluded in giving Emeticks in an ob- 
ſtinate Afriction; for thus you might bring on an 
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Liack Paſfon ;, and therefore in ſuch Perſons, tis con- 
venient, before you give a Vomit, to premiſe a 
Glyſter to evacuate the Fæces in order to prevent this 
Inconvenience. SA. eu | | 

In Quinzies, the Humours, impacted in the Muſcles 
and adjacent Parts of the Larynx, are the Reaſon of 
the Difficulty of Swallow and Reſpiration ; and 
whatever enlarges that Tumour, encreaſes the Dan- 
ger; and theretore are dangerous 1n'em, becauſe by 
that Motion, the Blood is hurry'd forward with a 
greater Rapidity, and as there is already an Impedi- 
ment to the Circulation in thoſe Parts, the hurry 
caus'd by the Vomits wou'd impact the Hu- 
mours more, and even to a Suffocation. 

Diſeaſes in the Eyes don't bear em, as I have 
hinted elſewhere, and the Reaſon need not be 
added; becauſe tis plain and evident, that this wou d 
be heaping up more Humours, becauſe the Vomit 
pumps the Motion of the Blood upwards, and ac- 
cumulates the Maſs more plentifully there. 

Some Authors adviſe, others condemn Vomits in 
Conſumptions ; and therefore I ſhall endeavour to 
clear up this Point. Many are ſubject to hereditary 
Conſumptions, and ſuch Perſons being begot by, 
and born of, tender Parents, inherit their tender Con- 
ſtitutions; Vomits given to ſuch Patients en- 
danger their Lungs, becauſe their Humours being 
Corroſive have parch'd this Viſcus, and render d it al- 
moſt friable, and conſequently they bear them not at 
all; but where a ſtrong Perſon falls into a Cough, 
and his Stomach is crouded with a viſcid Saburra 
trom too much 2 this Plenitude indicates an 
Emetick, and the Conſtitution can bear one well 
enough; but I cannot be ſuppos d to adviſe one, 
when the Conſumption is upon the Encreaſe; be- 
cauſe then the Lungs are ſomewhat inflam'd, and 

us in an Angina, an Emetick impacis the Humours 
more ſtrongly, much more wall it here, and muſt 
be forbore. | . 
| v Pers 
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perſons who are under a hectical Diſpoſition bear 
em ill; becauſe their Blood is already over- heated; 
and theſe wou'd both the Blood more haſtily 
forward, and wou'd ex the Spirits, neither of 
which they have occaſion for. 

The Stomachs of lean Perſons are ſeldom crouded 
with Humours, and conſequently ſeldom require 
Emeticks ; becauſe where there is no Mucus for the 
Emetick to prey on, its Acrimony erodes the Fibres, 
and does harm : Hippocrates commands us to vomir 
lean Perſons, not becauſe they are lean, but becauſe 
they bear em well; but there is no relation betwixt 
the Occafion of giving a Medicine, and Bearing it 
well; therefore they are only indicated, when the 
Stomach is loaden. | 

Such whoſe Breaſt is ill fram d, bear em not 
well; becauſe if it is too narrow, the Shock given 
it by the Vomit may promote the Circulation in fo 
violent a Manner, that its Veſſels being weak may 
give way, and a Rupture of 'em may follow, as 
we have known upon ſuch an imprudent Procedure. 
Tournefort and Ettmuller agree in this Point. 

In a fuffocating Catarrb, the Blood runs with Vio- 
lence to the Lungs, and they are choak'd by the op- 
preſſive Quantity; and we are oblig'd' to bleed 
plentifully, in order to prevent the too violent In- 
flux, and to calm the Hurry ; Vomits therefore 
here are dangerous, becauſe they encreaſe the In- 
flux and Hurry; and tho' we have known em given 
in ſuch a Diſorder, yet nothing can warrant the 
Practice. ; 7 | 

Tho? gentle Emeticks may do no Harm in Wo- 
men with Child the firſt, ſecond, or third Month, 
yet the fourth and fifth, to the ninth Month, they 
are not given; for tis plain how large the Infants 
are at theſe Times, and any Comprethon is then 
dangerous, 
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Waldſchmidt adviſes a Spoonful of Brandy in tob 
exceſſive Vomiting rais'd from an Emetick ; but this 
holds not always good, becauſe from Antimonials it 
ſometimes cannot be reliev'd without giving a little 
Kitchen Salt; for this immediately corrects the Sul- 
phur of the Antimony, and fixes it, and prevents 
tarther Irritation; in like manner Vallaus Method. 
Medend. p. 50. tells us, that Cryſtals of Steel do fo 
effectually correct and obtund the Force of Gambo- 
gia and Aſercurius vite, that neither of em will oc- 
caſion Vomiting. 

Antimonials, according to Dekkers, ought to be 
filtred when they are given, becauſe otherwiſe their 
ſolid Particles, which float in the Wine, wou'd ir- 
ritate too forcibly and laſtingly ; and I remember 
that Ettmuller remarks, that in giving Antimonial 
Vomits in Infuſion, the Quantity of the Liquor 
only is io be heeded, becauſe he ſays a Scruple of 
Antimony inſus d, vomits no more than if fix Grains 
of it were ſteep'd; and that one Ounce, with fix 
Grains infusd, vomits equally as if a Scruple had 
been ſteep'd. 

Barchuyſen and Fuller juſtly obſerve, that if you 
are inclin'd, or oblig'd to give Antimonials, with a 
Deſign to alter the Blood, Care muſt be taken that 
the Liquor, they are given in, don't turn four, or 
that acid Things be'n't blended with 'em ; becauſe 
they will vomit ſtrongly. 

Tho' Vomits may be ſo gentle as not to pro- 
voke the Patient without tickling their Throats, 
yet I can't believe Ramſey's Inſtrument, made of 
Whalebone, thruſt into the very Stomach, is con- 
vement, and I blame it with Pechlin, becauſe it 
2 wound the Stomach; a Feather will ſerve the

Such who can't bear Shop- Vomits, and they who 
can't drink large Quantities are not able to bear 
em; they n.ult drink only warm I ater, , of 

reen-· 
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Green · Tea, Carduus-Water, and ſuch like; becauſe tis 
then in our Power to ceaſe when we pleaſe. | 

Willis and Ettmuller obſerve that one Emetick does | 
more Feats than ten Catharticks, and by Conſe- 
uence may vice verſy4 do ten times more Harm; 
rom whence Practioners wou d do well to conſider 
ſeriouſly before they adminiſter an Emetick, whe- 
ther there be any Contra · Indication, or whether it be 
indicated at all. | 
Herodotus and Mercurialis praiſe a Vomit given 
Monthly to preſerve a laſting Health; and to ſpeak 
Truth, I know no Place or Country this Caution 
will better ſuit than Exgland; becauſe our frequent 
al Debauches render it almolt neceſſary ; and I knew a 
ſucceſsful — whoſe Practice I was well ac- 
of wer, with for four Years, who upon the leaſt 
ebauch us'd to pump up the Contents of his Sto- 
Go mach with warm Water and Oil; and this Practice 
ad he follow'd for fifty Years together (which was the 
whole Courſe of his Practice) and it prolong'd his 
Life to eighty Years healthy and vigorous.

T Dot Vomiting Potions ſeem adapted to 
Dropſical Perſons ; for tis ſurmis d, that af- 
ter, they have irritated the Stomach, ſome Share of 
em may enter the Blood, and alſo irritate the Glands 
and Pelvis of the Kidneys to ſeparate their, Con- 
tents; but I much fear little is to be expected from 
*em ; for if ſuch paſs beyond the Stomach, they run

bly ſuſpend our 1 Tis very true, that 
ſome Liquids paſs very ſuddenly by Urine, after 
they are ſivallow'd ; we will inſtance in Spam- Vuters 
and Punch; tis alſo own'd, that there is ſome Dif- 
ference between the pale Urine of Perſons that have 
drank plentitully, and ſuch whoſe State of Blood is 
deprav'd ; for that the latter's will ſubſide upon drop- 
f ping in any Alcaline Body, which the former's will 
E not ; and therefore it may more readily be granted, 
g that the formerꝰs has not paſs'd the tedious Aſeanders 
and Rounds of the Thoracick Dutt, the Heart, the 
Lungs, the left Ventricle, the Aorta and Emulgents;

OBSERVATIONS. 

N the firſt Part of this Treatiſe, I have already 
| hinted at the Uſe of Purgatives, as Occaſion 
offer d; but as I treat of em here deſignedly, 1 hope, 
it will not be taken amiſs, af I explain more at large 
the Uſes of Purgatives under their proper Head, 

I ſhall obſerve then, that Purgatives are never 
given but with a Deſign to empty ſome ſuperabounding 
Humours ; whether they be Serons, Phlegmatick, Cha- 
lerick, Saline, or Acid, ſhall be remark'd in the fol- 
lowing Paragraphs. 

In ſtubborn Diſeaſes, where Alteratives have pro- 
duc'd no good Effects, tho long adminiſter'd, and 
well adapted, Purgatives now and then interlac'd 
are profitable ; for ſometimes it happens, that Ob- 
ſtructions in the evaneſcent Arteriesare much riveted, 
ſo that the ſtagnant Fluids yield not to the Shocks 
of Purgatives early given, becauſe they are at that 
Seaſon too much impacted, and too viſcid, and the 
Commotions rais'd overcrowds the Patt; in which 
Cafe, the Impa@ion increaſes, but the Progreſtve Moti- 
on is impeded ; this affair ſtanding thus, let us turn 
the Tables, aud firſt gradually attenuate the Fluids, 
and then the Particles which have taken their Abode 

in 


the ſmall Arteries, will be prepar'd to be puſh'a 
aſily forward from the Shock given by thePurgative 
> the Fibres, and the Commotion it raiſes alſo will 
ive a helping Hand ; and thus one Purgative after 
Wroper Preparatives does more Feats than ten before 
m; for indeed they then do Harm.

In a Suppreſſion of the Menſes, Purgatives pave the 
Road for other Aperients, becauſe, in the firſt Place 
they carry off any viſcous Humours; and alſo the 
Inteſtine Motion rais'd by em in the Blood diſpands 
the Veſſels, and Aperients given afterwards find 
eaſier Work; I ſuppoſe' the Veſſels not under any 
irremediable Coaleſcence. PT 

_ T have often advis'd the Tin#ura Sacra to Perſons 
who have been much infected with Gouty Pains, in 
order to prevent à violent Fit, and not without 
Succeſs, which was (and is generally) foreboded by 
a Fulneſs at Stomach; for thus the abounding Fomes 
was carry'd off, and the Remainder cou d only pro- 
duce a gentle Fit. It is alſo to be obſerv d, that up- 
on the Decline of the Gout, when the Parts begin to 
ſcale, the Inflammation is vaniſh'd, and the Urine 
ſettles laudably; they are then indicated, in order 
to precipitate with more Eaſe the concocted Par.

In a Failure of Appetite depending on any Ca- 
burra; Purgatives well adapted, carry it off, and 
pave. the Road for proper Alteratives; I here am 
not to be underſtood to ſpeak of ſuch, which pro- 
ceed from want of Spirits, ſuch I have known 
eaſily curd by proper Supplies; or ſuch as ariſe

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Purgatives, indeed, are proper for ſome Species of 
Dropſy, inaſmuch as they carry off ſome of the 
abounding and nagmating Lins; but as there are 
ſeveral Species of em, I {hall take Leave to explain 
in what Kind they agree: In an Aſcites the Liquor 
is extravas'd into the Cavity of the Abdomen; nor 
is there any Paſſage for it to repaſs into the Blood, 
and therefore Phy ſick is uſeleſs, if not dangerous; 
uſeleſs, for the Reaſon now nam'd ; and dangerous, 
becauſe I have found by Experience, that ſuch Phy- 
ſick, as wou'd be neceſſary to evacuate Serum, fuſes 
the Blood and, by this Attenuation, and Swelling 
beyond its Bounds, it ouzes more copiouſly thro 
the injur'd Vein or Lymphatick, into the Belly; and 
thus I have ſeen ſuch. an imprudent Procedure at- 
tended with Burſting ; the Patient did not ſurvive 
it two Days. In the Hydrops Epiploicus, nothing 
does, afferat ipſe licet ſacras Epidaurius herbas; for 
once the Lymphaticks are ſo injur d, as to pour into 
the Cells of the Omentum their Jelly, no Medicine 
can recall it, nor any Phyſick make it deſert its 
Lodging. In the Ovarinm, in the Duplicature, of 
the Peritoneum, as little is expected from the Art of 
Phyſick, Patience is our Aſylum ; however, I ſhall 
hereafter obſerve to you in the Chapter of Parecente- 
fs, that ſuch only generally receives Relief from 
this PunQture. Indeed, when Dropſies are begin- 
ning, and due Care is taken to evacuate, and carry 
off ſome Part of the Humour, the Remainder is to

Breath and a Difficulty in lying on one Side, dont 
bear em, becauſe ſuch are ſubject to have the Tu- 
bercles inflam' d, and the Motion, the Catharticks im- 
preſs on the Blood, is truly inflammatory, inaſmuch 
as the Cathartick hurries the Blood too impetuouſſy WE 
on, and crouds it into the Fibrils already over- 
charg d with viſcid and acrimonious Humours. 

Diarrbœa' become continual, as Authors obſerve, 
from ſome Fault on the Solids z and as ſuch receive 
{mall Advantage from any Species of Med cines, 
their whole Relief being Palliation only, they can 
only be prejudic'd by Catharticks; for as moſt orga: 
nical Diſeaſes, which become incurable by being too 
much fix'd have Rarefaction for their Attendant ſo 
giving Purgatives adds to this Vitium, and irritates 
more, 

Hiccups, which are the Reſult of the laſt Scenes 
of Diſtempers, never bear em; firſt becauſe their 
Weakneſs won't ſuffer their Uſe, and next the 
Hurry, the Spirits are put into by 'em, contra-in- 
dicates'em.

ET Oleoſum, in any Cordial-Water, is excel- 
ent. 

If Vomiting be a Symptom, it wou d be imprudent 
to encreaſe it; and therefore Caution muſt be us'd in 
giving Phyſick in ſymptomatical Vomitings. 

Wendel tells us that Phyſick is worſt in Winter; 
but if the Winter Seafon leſſen the Secretion by the 
Pores, that of the Inteſtines may ſafely enough be 
augmented ; and in our Clime is the moſt fehgible i 
Species of Evacuation ; however Caution mult be] 
us d in taking it, leſt we endanger catching cold at

They who are accuſtom'd to Phyſick, and who 


are of ſo weak a Conſtitution, that any Change | 
ruffles em, ought to be aware of takingit, leaſt the Ill 
it does, overbalance the Good expected. 

Aſthma's that have Exacerbations brought on by a 
febrile Temper ought not to be treated with Phyſick, 
for the Reaſon often mention'd, to wit, becauſe it 
Taiſes an Efferveſcence, which to allay onght to be 
the Endeavour of the Phyſician.

Mercurials are effectual in Dropſes; but I mean 
naſarca s; for I know no Medicine can have any 
WEfect on that Species of em call'd an Aſcites; and 
therefore I think it well obſerved by Vallaus, to for- 
bear em; for, in Truth, nothing can have Effect, 
fave the Paracenteſis, nor that with one in five Hun- 
dred : I cannot forbear to make mention of a freſh 
Invention in the Manner of Tapping, which to me 
ſeems to be extraordinary : It 1s thought, that be- 
cauſe the Waters in the Pond are excrementitious, and 
are corroſive, and do not nouriſh ; that therefore tis 
beſt to evacuate 'em as ſoon as may be; becauſe

All know that Aſercurial kill Worms, and even 
it intusd in Liquor; becauſe, as Bobnius in his CH- 
mical ' Diſſertations ſays, ſome mercurial Particles 
ſwim in the Liquid; hence the common Practice is 
to give Athiops Mineralis in any Bolus, for ſome 
time; after which, the preſent Powder will carry 
off the dead Animals, and free the Body of em;

perience to be injurious to their Nature, and then 
muſt be expell'd ; 1n ſhort, all Symptoms from them 
are cur d by Mercurials ; hence Franciſcus Paulinus 
mentions Contractions taken off by em. 

If the Cacochymy abounding require Evacuations 
to be made in intermitting Fevers, they muſt be 
given on the Day of Intermiſſion; becauſe adding

The gentler Species of Attenuants, act by thy 
Fat Salt; hence, Experience has inſtructed us, tiy 
they are Enemies to all acid Humours; they at 
nuate, incide, divide, and melt down phlegmaid 
Humours into an aqueous Thinneſs, much like uh 
we experience in the tolling of the White of 8 
Egg into a Water; hence, it is they open Obfin 
ons, for ſuch viſcous Maſs is apt, by its glen 
Particles, to ſtick cloſe to the Walls of the mint 
Veſſels, and thus proves an Impediment to Motin 
ſuch attenuating Drugs melt this coagulum; and u

A certain eminent Gentleman mighuly 
praiſes this Ale in a warm Temperament ; but 
35 it evidently conſiſts of bitter, aromatick, acrid 
and ponderous Particles, we are at a loſs to know 
how it can be profitable in a warm Scurvy : Let 
it be granted too, that it abounds with mucous 
and ſweet Particles; but as they bear no Propor- 
tion of Volatility, and but faintly impart their 
Powers to the Liquors; it will thence follow, 
that the Ale paſſes off ſomewhat ſmooth ; bur 
when on the contrary, ſulphureous, volatile and 
fx d Particles are ſcarce thrown into the Liquor, 
but it contracts a Reliſh of them, twill plainly 
appear, that the Ale borrows its Virtues from 
thoſe Particles with which it moſt abounds; for 
which Reaſon it will not be proper for any warm 
Scurvy without Diſtin&ion : Therefore, if at 
any time the Blood is vitiated with acido-corro- 
live Particles, volatile Salts, with regard to the 
prevailing Acid, may be agreeable; but apon the 
taking of theſe in a corroſive State, ſuch furious 
Colluctations ariſe, as frequently produce He- 
morrhages : Hence, tis better to exhibit the 
ſmooth and milder Alcalines, than the moſt vio- 
lent Medicines of this Kind. Decoction of Marſh-

This Deco- 
ction then is not a Cure for a thin Catarrh, fince 
tis very Irritative, and therefore according to 
experience, encreaſes this Sort of Catarrh; but 
it the Cough be ſo compounded, that the Irrita-

_ To draw this Paragraph to a Concluſion: In the 
few Inſtances I have here remark d out of many more 
yet remaining, it is evident that Evacuation is ne. 
ceflary where there is any Plenitude of Humours in 
the inteſtinal Canal, in the Blood, or in the Nerves; 
but that they ought to be adapted, if you pleaſe, to 
the reigning Humours, ſo as Rhubarb will be pro- 
per to evacuate Bile, and fo forth of the reſt: It 
ought alſo to be call'd to mind, that it ought to ſuit 
with the Strengths of the Patient. And I ſhall add

Meats ; and alſo unleſs they Drink plentifully of 
the Chalybeate Waters, which attemperate the herce 
Salts that reign in the Blood; as alſo, unleſs they 
over and above make uſe of the Cold-Bath ; and 
when they are much rooted; ſo as to approach to the 
Nature of a Leproſy, all Attempts are fruitleſs; 
this State of Blood, Valdſebmidt properly enough 
calls Cancerous; for whenever you offer at Phyſick, 
to endeavour an Evacuation of ſome Share of the 
Load, it may retire from the Skin; bur then, the 
Remainder being not to be corrected by any Drugs, 
as yet known to us, plays a tragical Game within 
us, in raifing Colicks, Peripneumonies, or nervous 
Symptoms; and, indeed, I know nothing, fave 
Transfuſion, can relieve 'em.

giouſly. We find Hyſterical, Hypochondriacal, and 
Scorbutick Perſons much infeſted with Vomiting, 
becauſe the Acid in their Blood being very ſharp. 
and corroſive; that which is ſecreted into the Sto- 
mach through its Glands, muſt be of the ſame Na- 
ture, hence no Wonder if the Stomach be provok'd 
to throw off ſuch Contents, as are too eager for it; 
now, in ſuch an Inſtance, ſuch Med'cines onl 
are proper, which carry off Part of the Load, fil 
wards, and then downwards very gently, after 
which the Chalybeates, adapted to the State then 
reighing, muſt be given in order to correct the Aci- 
dity of the Juices, ſo far only as will reduce the 
Blood to a natural State.

ticular; becauſe (ſetting aſide all Hypotheſes) 199 
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tre found by daily Experience, to thicken the Humours, 
to fix em upon the Parts, and to create diſmal Diſorders, 
which, with great eaſe, might be prevented, by diſ- 
charging the Body before their Admm̃iſtration, 
ſince there is no immediate Danger in omitting em. 
Give me leave to make ſome uſeful Digreſſions upon 
this, which may ſerve to illuſtrate my Meaning. 
Let us then ſuppoſe a Perſon under a Salivation, 
raisd to too great a Pitch, ſo that the Glands of rhe 
Mouth and Throat are either inflam d, or ſwell'd |. 
without Inflammation, to the Danger of Choaking: 
In the firſt Caſe, Bleedings and gentle Phy ſick; and 
in the latter, Phyſick and Glyſters are to be us d, to 
draw the bent of the Humours downwards, before 
we uſe Stypticks in Gargles, or Sulphur in Powder to 
ſtop the-Flux ; for, otherwiſe the Courſe of the Hu- 
mours not being chang'd, or at leaſt the Parts being 
undiſcharg'd, theſe repelling Medicines would only 
ſerve to keep the Devil lock d up in our Veins, and 
ſo deſtroy us; whereas when they are thrown ano- 
ther Way, and the Parts are leſſen'd in their Di- 
menſions, to almoſt their natural Tone; then in- 
deed theſe Medicines. are good to correct the ouer- 
lud Fibres, and fix the Mercury, and then only 
with Safety. Every one knows how prepotterous it 
would be for Surgeons to make uſe of Cicatrizers be- 
tore the Ulcer were digeſted and incarn'd ; the Con- 
ſequences of which could only be, the Tumefaction 
of the Parts, and a Reproduction of all the Symp- 
toms afreſh. In fine, in a. Catarrb, the violent 
Afﬀlux of Humours to the Lungs, diſtends em be- 
yond their ordinary Tone; which Diſtenſion re- 
quires Evacuations, by Bleeding, Catharticks, Bliſters, 
Ktont, or ſuch like, to unload this Viſcus ; but alſo

Opiates ; but Coma's, Lethargies, and 
ſuch like Diſorders of the Head, ſucceed their Uſe, 
but then you muſt be apprized, that this Caution 
only takes Place, where the Humours, occaſioning 
this Pain, are Phlegmatick or Viſcid, and the Solids 
themſelves are diſorder d. And, as to my own 
Part, I have frequently met with ſuch Head. alba, 
which 1 always forbid to Adminiſter Opiates in, 
and then I forbore em intirely, and gave ſome gen- 
tle Catharticks, to revulſe the Humours from the 
Part affected, which did the Feat much better: But 
what can be expected in ſuch a deplorable Caſe? only 
Charity obliges' us; ſince we cannot eradicate, to 
alleviate. Suck Medicines are good in the ſecondny 
Fever of the ſmall Pox, they allay all thofe Inquie- 
tudes and Anxieties that attend them; and allo 
help to curb the great Hurry of the Spirits, and the 
Over-Fermentation of the Blood, uſual at this Time: 
However it muſt be carefully heeded, that no Miſ- 
take be committed in paſſing judgment; becauſe 
theſe uneaſy Minutes paſg'd at this Time, may not 
nd on an extravagant Eferveſcence of the Blood, 
but too often only happen from a Defe&t of Spirits; 
and as this is the moſt dangerous Caſe, thus you will 
be ſo far from relieving your Patient with Opiates, 
that you will endanger his Life, in an eminent De- 
gree by the Uſe of em; for nothing can rear em 
now, ſave the ſtrongeſt Alexipharmacks, and Appli- 
cations of Bliſters. It muſt alſo be remark d, that 
if the Patient be under the Circumſtances that can 
bear Opiates, and his Condition ſeems to require em, 
it would do well to premiſe a Bleeding, if it can be 
ventured on with Safety to the Strength. Thus 18 
our ingenious Sydenbam's Practice, arid is confirm 
by repeated Trials now a Days. Theſ 
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Theſe Opiates are excellent in Frexxies; but you 
muſt call to Mind, that, in the Vigour of the In-

I Have known ſuch a Glyſter made uſe of 1 
Lientery: But to ſay the Truth ir ſerved only ti 
_ amuſe; for the Cauſe ftill remaining, the ſame E 
fects were readily reproduc'd ; however, it alſo ha 
the Effect of raiſing a Sort of Credit to a ſecond F/ 
ſiciar, who was call'd, ſo that he had Grounds enolg 
to glory in what Exploits it had been poſſible for hit 
to have done, had he been earlyconſulted: Poor Man 
' kin@loves to be cheated! Opzates then in ſucha * 
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-ntribute ſo far as to allaythe Iritation ; the Conſe” 
wence of which is the Retention of all that is ta- 
ten for ſuch a Time, as its own Weight is not able 
o preſs down theſe Contents; which, however, 
ſwells the Patients Belly, and makes em very un- 
oa ay; inſomuch, that, at laſt, you are oblig'd to 
„bre Glyſters, to afford em Relief of this Load. 
Now let us reaſon upon this Procedure: I ſay, 
vhat avails it to be able to fill the Inteſtines, 
by a ſeeming Dexterity, with a Load you are glad 
tb rid em of afterwards ? Surely nothing at all; 
or as no. Good is done by it, it had better not 
k attempted; and that no Good is done by 
this, is plain; becauſe the La@eals being obſtru- 
led, no Nouriſhment enters, and all that is re- 
uin d, is an uſeleſs Burden. However, to be obſerv'd, 
that this Artifice may be uſeful, if the whole Syſtem of 
the Lacteals are not obſtructed ; but too often us d, 
ve ſhall encreaſe the Obſtructions by the Opiates. 

Theſe Sort of Glyſters are uſeful where the Sto- 
mach retains nothing, but throws all off by Vomi- 
ing; and in ſuch a Caſe, the Glyſter ſhould be gi- 
ren in a ſmall Quantity, that the Patient may have 
he Opportunity of taking Nouriſhment by the 
Mouth, ſo as to be nouriſh'd by having it kept long 
mough in the Stomach ; for as Opiates continue their 
Effects for 6 Hours or upwards, the beſt Time of giving 
Nouriſhtnent after ſuch a Glyſter is, about half an 
Hour, or an Hour after it; for then the Opiate will 
have had ſome Effect upon the Body, and there will 
te Leiſure for Concoction. Ks 

In the Caſe of Watchings and Vomiting together, it 
wers both Ends; but you are are oblig'd to be 
autious in the Doſe ; for what may allay the Vo. 
niting, may not be ſtrong enough alſo to procure 
Sleep ; and therefore you are to encreaſe gradually, 
till you arrive at the Quantum ſuſicit.
